This exceptionally beautiful and previously unrecorded Dirham is almost certainly a coin sponsored by Zubayda, the wife of the Caliph 
al-Rashid and mother of al-Amin Muhammad. Where the mint Umm Ja’farabad was located is unknown, but it was probably in one of her 
palace complexes. One clue to its location might be found in the word placed upright at 6 o'clock in the reverse field, ‘Ubayd. It may have 
been related to her kinsman ‘Ubayd Allah bin al-Mahdi, who is known to have been governor of Arran around this time, from whose silver 


mines, Zubayda derived much of her income.

This coin is an example of the successful monetary reform 
introduced by Ahmad III. The weight was that of the 
Venetian Sequin or Ducat, but the coin was affectionately 
known as funduq, the very popular name for a hazelnut, and 
for its association with the commercial dominance of Venice. 
The word zinjirli (ie chain-like) refers to the fine-linked 
border on these coins. During this period the Ottomans in 
both Constantinople and Cairo added small isolated letters 
to distinguish the coins from one another. After years 
of speculation by Turkish and foreign numismatists no 
satisfactory explanation for these mysterious letters has been 
given. One clue might be that they were originally related 
to the origin of the metal used to strike the coins, a custom 
which was frequently encountered in western Europe at this 
time.

This coin was issued when Ya’qub, the Saffarid commander 
from Sistan, attacked the Abbasid Caliphate from his base 
in Khuzistan in 262 H/872 CE.

2.2. Lots by their nature are usually aged and varied in condition. The 
absence of any description of a defect, damage, modification or restoration in 
any Catalogue does not imply that there are none. 


2.3. Coins are graded to accepted UK standards to the best ability of our 
specialists. You acknowledge that the grading of coins is subjective and may 
vary from specialist to specialist, as the process is by nature an art and not a 
science. For this reason, we do not automatically accept and are not bound by 
the opinions of third party coin grading services for any purposes including 
before and after the sale of a Lot. 


24. If you are interested in a Lot, we strongly recommend that you view it in 
person before the Auction and form your own opinion of the description of the Lot. 


2.5. We reserve the right to change any aspect of the published description 
of a Lot prior to the auction. Any change may be published on our website, 
displayed at the auction, announced by the auctioneer prior to the sale and/or 
communicated in any other manner. 


2.6. All copyright in Catalogues including images belongs to Baldwin's.
